2.1 The present application does not meet the requirements of Article 33(1 )-(3) PCT, 
because the subject-matter of claims 1-5 is not new in the sense of Article 33(1 )-(3) 
PCT. 

2.2 The document D1 discloses (cf . column 2, line 64 - column 4, line 29; column 6, lines 
8 to 14\ figure 1): 

A block structure (10) having a case base (12) and a case cover (14), said case 
holding a terminal (104) connected to a wire (122), said case base having a cutout 
(58, 60) through which said wire is bent and guided out, an outside opening of said 
cutout being covered by said case cover, said case cover having a projection 
pressing on said wire from above, and an llluminant disposed In the case connected 
to the terminal. 

The subject-matter of claims 1 and 2 is therefore not new (Article 33(1 )-(3) PCT). 

2.3 Dependent claims 3-5 do not appear to contain any additional features which, in 
combination with the features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements 
of the PCT with respect to novelty. 
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
